SATURDATY........ 


The sixth annual meeting of the 
Nevada State Agricultural Mining and 
Mechanical Society,has been a success, 
notwithstanding the many disadvan- 
tages under which it was held. The 
dullness which has been universal has 
had its effects, and the stringency 
which followed the great fire, made 
the outlook even worse. The first 
two days of the week were very un- 
pleasant. The wind blew and the 
dust flew, and on Tuesday it rained 
and snewed some, and looked so dark 
and threatening, that even on Wed- 
nesday the attendance was not what 
it would have been, although it was 
larger than en any previous third day. 
On Thursday and yesterday the 
weather was beautiful. The air,clear- 
ed and rarified by the storm, showed 
up the lines and colors in the magnifi- 
cent landscape around the neighbor- 
hood like a telescope. Men and 
horses felt the influence, and every 
muscle was tightened and every bit of 
energy aroused. Preachers may con- 
demn and the women scold, but they 
will mot wipe out the fact that horse 
races are very attractive. Rich and 
poor, great and humble, delight in a 
bereic effort, and the horses seem to 
take the sport in the same spirit. This 
week jobs have been very scarce. The 
best horses have won in every case, 
without regard to the pool box, and 
we believe neither rider or driver has 
been changed in any race. The ut- 
most good feeling has prevailed on 
every hand, and among all classes. 
Perhaps the reason there has been so 
little “squealing” is, that the favorites 
have almost universally been beaten, 
and the men who make this their busi- 
ness, take a cinching more philosephic- 
ally than the common crowd who pick 
up the loose ends. The society has 
earued all the praise it will ever get. 
The expenses have been reduced about 
$2600 over previous years, and that, 
too, without any detriment to the pro- 
gramme, which has been fully as in- 
teresting as any ever given here. The 
President, Mr. Stevenson, has devoted 
many hard days to the work of organ- 
izing and keeping things in shape. 
He has not only been liberal with his 
time, but with his money as well, 
and hundreds of his dollars have been 
used to pay pressing bills. Capt. Bragg 
is justly proud of the track which was 
never as good as now. His discipline 
has been perfect. All his men have 
known their places and performed 
their duties in an effective manner. 
Mr. @omstock, the Secretary, and 
Capt. Flanigan, his assistant, deserve 
the especial thanks of the Gazerre 
for many courtesies.

WAS IT MURDER? |

The Autopsy This Merning — Mike 
[ G@reody’s Wounds Did Not. Cause 


His Death. 


ee ee 


Coroner Jones last eveniog empan- 
eled a jury tor an inquest on the body 
of Mike Groody, found inthe river 
yesterday morning. The jury was 
discharged until Monday to enable all 
| the evidence in the case to be collect- 
ect and laid before them. 

Drs. Bergman, Hogan and Lewis 
this morning made an autopsy of the 
reynains. They found two coutused 
scalp wounds, sufficient to cause in- 
sensibility but not death. The vital 
organs were sound and healthy, and 
no traces of poison were discovered. 
The injuries*un the head were supertfi- 
cial and the benes of the skull were 
not broken. Ne damage to the brain 
had occurred. The wounds were prob- 
ably inflicted previous to the death of 
the deceased. The post mortem thus 
leaves the case 1 in 2 
The cause of death has not been dis- 
covered 

There isa possibility that the de- 
ceased died from poison. As before 
stated no sigus of poison were seen at 
the autopsy. To determine if poison 
was the cause of death the contents of 
the stomach would have to be sent to 
a chemist in San Francisco, whose 
charges would be $500. A searching 
analysis is a most tedious and trouble- 
some process, and is therefore costly. 
‘Even were it established that the man 
had been poisoned, the question of 
suicide or murderj wouid remain un- 
settled. The doctors think that there 
are at present no sufficient reasons for 
subjecting the stomach to analysis for 
poisun. 

Some new facts may be brought out 
next Monday on the inquest.
